“The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, because he hath anointed me 
to preach the gospel to the poor; 
he hath sent me to heal the brok- 
enhearted, to preach deliverance to 
the captives, and recovering of 
sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised,” Luke 4:18. 


OR WHAT PURPOSE was 
] the Third Person of the 
Holy Trinity sent into the 
world? This is, indeed, a day when 
the eternal purpose of God in our 
imputation of the Holy Spirit has 
been distorted and misunderstood. 
With too many persons, the Holy 
Ghost begins and ends with the 
initial evidence of speaking in 
tongues. From the foundation of 
the world, yea, even before the 
foundation of the world, the mis- 
sion of the Holy Ghost was planned 
and purposed in the mind of God. 
Genesis 1:26, “And God said, Let 
us make man in our image.” There 
has and always will be a heavenly 
fellowship between God the Father, 
Jesus Christ the Son, and the vice- 
regent of Jesus Christ, the Holy 
Ghost. 

The missionary idea is not one 
of New Testament originality, but 
in God’s very first dealing with 

dam and Eve as the progenitors 

f the human race, God revealed

His world-wide design. He said to 
them in Genesis 1:28, “Be fruitful, 
and multiply, and replenish the 
earth.” God Himself was the first 
missionary, and in His own heart 
and mind was born the world-wide 
plan of redemption. Jesus Christ 
was to come and bear witness of 
the Father, to bring into the world 
the eternal purpose that it is not 
His will that any should perish, 
but that all men, everywhere, might 
come unto repentance. Indeed, it 
was necessary that Christ return 
unto the Father that the Agent of 
power might come unto mankind 
and indwell within us the fullness 
of the Godhead in our temples. 
The same Spirit that anointed Je- 
sus to preach, to heal, and to de- 
liver the people, must be upon us 
today to do the will of the Father. 

God forbid that we, the gentiles, 
being grafted into the tree of life 
by the mercy and grace of God, 
would stumble in carrying into ef- 
fect the divine purpose and project 
from the foundation of the world, 
as the Jews, the chosen vessels of 
God, did. They failed to see that 
they were but fleshly agents to 
transmit unto the world what was 
designed for the good of all hu- 
manity. The carrying out of the 
missionary commission, from the 
beginning and all the way through 


to the end, is absolutely dependent 
upon the maintenance of the spir- 
itual life of those charged with the 
task.! 

The divine order of the mission- 
ary plan is of great importance 
for our comprehension. Christ went 
up to the Father; the Holy Spirit 
came down to endue us with power 
from on high; the disciples went 
out filled with the Holy Spirit, and 
immediately began to speak as gos- 
pel witnesses. 

As stated before, the missionary 
idea was not one of New Testa- 
ment originality, but what is of 
great importance is that the essen- 
tial relation of Pentecost to mis- 
sions is true not only historically, 
but experimentally as well. 

At Pentecost, the missions ob- 
jective was charged with the pow- 
er of individual motivation. Chris- 
tian missions could not be a world- 
wide objective until the descent of 
the Spirit at Pentecost. Even to a 
greater degree than this, the world- 
wide enterprise could not continue, 
in any real way, without the con- 
tinuation of the presence and pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit in the lives, 
hearts, and activities of the mis- 
sionaries. 

From this we gain the confidence 
that we are all to be priests in- 
dwelled with the witnessing Spirit 
of truth, charging not man’s word 
to man, but God’s Word to man. Is 
it any wonder that Paul mentions 
the words of David in Hebrews 2:6 
saying, “What is man, that thou 
art mindful of him?’ God’s love, 
God’s purpose, and God’s concern 
for us are set forth in the twofold 
purpose of the Holy Spirit to Chris- 
tian missions: (1) The enduement 
of the individual worker with spir- 
itual power, and (2) the supreme 
command and direction of the en- 
tire enterprise. 

Christ did not leave the fellow- 
ship of the blessed Trinity, come 
into a world of chaos and sin, of- 
fer Himself as sacrifice for our 
sins, die upon the cross of Calvary, 
come forth from the tomb, ascend 
to the right hand of the Father, 
and impart unto us the blessed 
Holy Ghost that we might be com- 
fortable, but in its full essence that 
we might indeed be comforters.

NE OF HIS disciples, An- 
drew, Simon Peter’s brother, 
saith unto him, There is a 
lad here . . .” In these words, John 
introduces us to one of the most 
noble characters in the Gospel rec- 
ord. Andrew is one of those char- 
acters who might have been re- 
garded as a great man indeed, had 
it not been for the fact that he 
was overshadowed by the dazzling 
greatness of Simon Peter, his 
brother. It is true that Andrew nev- 
er started anything particularly 
outstanding. He never said any- 
thing sensational. He never asked 
anything profound. To our knowl- 
edge, he never did anything that 
was particularly daring or heroic, 
but I want to submit that Andrew 
was the type of man to whom the 
church must look if progress is to 
be made in our day. Every Sunday 
School teacher and Christian work- 
er would do well to study the life of 
Andrew (and especially study his 
method of soul-winning) and fol- 
low his example to the best of his 
ability. 

Andrew was a humble personal- 
ity. He was not a member of the 
inner-circle of the chosen Twelve, 
but he was a soul-winner and, by 
the spiritual yardstick of measure- 
ment, he surely possessed the di- 
mensions of true greatness. He 
was always introducing somebody 
to Jesus. He has been called the 
commonplace apostle but there was 
nothing commonplace about his 
soul-winning. He was the first 
home missionary; he brought his 
brother to Jesus. He was the first 
Sunday School worker; he brought 
the lad to Jesus. He was the first 
foreign missionary; he brought the 
Greeks to Jesus. Surely such 
“firsts” are enough to establish An- 
drew’s right to a place of honored 
memory in the Word of God, yes, 
even a place of immortality. His 
influence is still living in the world 
today because of the souls he 
brought to the Saviour. 

Andrew was a_ clear-thinking 
man who showed the uncommon 
good sense to array himself on the 
side of the finest influences of his 
time. At the very outset of the 
Gospel, we find him listed among 
the disciples of the rugged John 
the Baptist. While many were oc- 
cupying themselves with worldly 
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interests, Andrew was concerning 
himself with the spiritual matters 
of the soul. The Baptist preached 
unsparingly against sin. He offered 
no cheap religion; he preached no 
short cuts or easy ways to heaven. 
But Andrew was willing to travel 
on the high road. He was willing 
to walk in the narrow way that 
leads to life eternal. 

It was a great day in Andrew’s 
life when he stood with John 
somewhere along the Jordan River 
as the clear morning light flooded 
the earth and the hills about, and 
the Baptist’s eye caught sight of a 
figure clad in a brown seamless 
robe. I can imagine how excited he 
was as he grabbed Andrew’s arm 
and exclaimed, “Behold the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the sin 
of the world.” That was enough 
for Andrew. From then on, he fol- 
lowed the Lamb of God. Had not 
John declared himself as being un- 
worthy even to stoop down and 
untie that One’s shoe strings? On- 
ly the highest quest was worthy of 
Andrew’s pursual. He is thus seen 
as a man of decision,—a quality of 
character that is seldom found in 
men of just ordinary caliber. It 
marks the leader. Hearing the 
Master call, he followed. Finding 
the Master, he became a disciple. 

What if Andrew could not create 
lovely things like an artist or utter 
profound truths like a professor? He 
could do something much greater. 
He could be a soul-winner. From 
the very beginning of his disciple- 
ship, he started bringing souls to 
Jesus. Our Lord always prefers 
such men. He never goes to the lazy 
or the idle when He needs workers 
in His service. When God wants a 
worker, He calls a busy man. Moses 
was busy tending his flock. Gideon 
was busy threshing wheat. David 
was busy caring for his father’s 
sheep. Andrew was busy fishing 
when he heard the Master say, 
“Follow me.” 

It is not at all surprising that 
this disciple became a soul-winner. 
His thoughts were translated into 
deeds and his visions into service. 
When Andrew met the Master, he 
did not wait to see his brother dur- 
ing the day’s routine, but he 
set out at once to find Simon. The 
Word says that he first findeth 
his own brother, Simon. Having 
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found the Messiah, he started out 
immediately to make Him known 
to others. And he began with his 
own family, which is usually the 
hardest goal of all for most soul- 
winners. When you win an unsaved 
loved one to Christ, you are to be 
commended indeed. 

Andrew is remembered as the 
man who brought his brother to 
Jesus. All that some people have 
to show that they ever lived on 
this planet are the dates on their 
tombstones, but Andrew brought 
souls to the Saviour. In the Gen- 
esis record, we read of one man 
who lived nine hundred sixty-nine 
years on this earth but that is all 
we really know about him. We do 
not know how long Andrew lived, 
but we do know that he lived well 
because he was a soul-winner. I 
am convinced that God would rath- 
er have us give Him one full hour 
of unmeasured devotion in soul- 
winning service than a lifetime of 
halfhearted allegiance to His cause. 

Andrew was motivated by a spir- 
it of urgency. He believed, as did 
his Master, that he had to work 
while it was day, for soon, all too 
soon, the night would come, when 
man could no longer work. 

Some men have worked faith- 
fully to the very end of their long 
and useful lives. We are told that 
Tennyson wrote “Crossing the Bar” 
after passing his eightieth year. It 
is said that he died with his well- 
worn Bible by his side. Moses was 
an old man when God called him 
to lead His chosen people out of 
bondage. That aged sheepherder 
never could have accomplished 
such a tremendous task within 
himself. But when God calls, He al- 
ways furnishes the wherewithal, 
the grace, the power, the sufficien- 
cy. When the great and mighty 
God linked Himself with a 
stretched forth rod in the hand of 
His faithful servant, that rod was 
worth more than all the armies in 
the world. And if God can use an 
old, dried up, withered shepherd’s 
staff to such advantage, think 
what He could do with an Andrew 
or with you or me completely 
yielded to His service. Because aft- 
er all, it was not Moses nor the 
staff that delivered some two mil- 
lion Israelites; it was the God be- 
hind them, over them, and smiling 


down upon them who gave the 
victory! Therefore, the smallest 
and weakest of us, by yielding our- 
selves to God, can become channels 
of blessing. Interlinked with the 
presence and work of Christ and 
magnetized by the power of the 
Holy Ghost, we can touch the 
world with healing hands; through 
faith in God, we can send forth 
streams of mercy to the ends of 
the earth. 

Andrew was a dedicated man. His 
life was fully yielded and wholly 
surrendered to the service of his 
Master. I once read of two men 
who were walking along the bank 
of a river at the twilight hour. One 
of them, quoting the words of a 
famous Christian worker said, “The 
world has yet to see what God can 
do with one man wholly dedicated 
to Him.” His friend stopped and 
said, “Say that again.” He repeated 
the same words with renewed em- 
phasis and in the twilight, then 
and there, D. L. Moody, the hum- 
ble shoe clerk with a stammering 
voice, limited and uneducated, lift- 
ed his right hand toward heaven 
and solemnly said, “By the grace 
of God, I will be that man.” And 
the world still remembers the great 
and wonderful soul-winning work 
of D. L. Moody who is credited 
with having reduced the popula- 
tion of hell by one million souls. 

Every Christian is called to be a 
soul-winner. Every Christian can 
not occupy the highest offices in 
the church, but every Christian can 
be a soul-winner. Certainly the 
work of winning souls is a work 
that is near and dear to the heart 
of God. D. L. Moody used to say 
that if he had the trumpet of God 
and could make himself heard by 
every Sunday School teacher in 
America, he would urge each one 
of them to win at least one soul 
to Christ each year. 

Andrew was a fisherman by 
trade. After his conversion he was 
commissioned to catch men. The 
difference between catching fish 
and catching men is that you 
catch fish while they are alive and 
they die, but you catch men while 
they are dead in their trespasses 
and sins and they are made alive 
when they are brought to Jesus. A 
little boy was much impressed 
when he heard his Sunday School 


teacher tell the story of Andrew, 
but when she asked, “Who catch 
men today?” the lad immediately 
answered, “Policemen.” She said, 
“Policemen catch men to bring 
them before a judge, but soul- 
winners catch men to bring them 
to the Saviour.” 

Andrew was always interested in 
young people. He said to the Mas- 
ter, “There is a lad here.” Maybe 
Andrew did not catch the eye or 
win the applause as did some of 
the other Apostles, but he could 
ever rejoice in the words of Jesus, 
“Suffer little children to come un- 
to me; for of such is the kingdom 
of heaven.” Maybe he could not 
preach like that fire-and-brim- 
stone brother of his and win thou- 
sands with one sermon, but An- 
drew’s interest and love were the 
cause of that younger brother’s 
awakening. 

Andrew possessed a bigness of 
heart that always delivered him 
and kept him free from the spirit 
of jealousy. He was the first fol- 
lower of Christ but he was soon 
listed as fourth man among the 
Twelve. If he had been a lesser 
man, he probably would have com- 
plained that the Master bestowed 
more attention on the others than 
on him even though he had been 
working longer than any of the 
others. But Andrew never allowed 
jealousy to get the upper hand in 
his life. He never sent in his res- 
ignation. He was big enough to take 
the lesser place and still work 
faithfully wherever his Master ap- 
pointed him. He was a faithful 
worker for his Lord and Saviour. 
He was a devoted follower of 
Christ. 

Best of all, he was a soul-winner. 
The Word says, “He that winneth 
souls is wise.” The greatest joy in 
all the world is the soul-winner’s 
joy. Even the angels in heaven re- 
joice when a soul is won to Christ. 
The Son of God came from the 
glories of heaven to the sorrows 
of earth for one main purpose—to 
win souls. To my knowledge, only 
one time in the Word of God do we 
find a picture of God’s running. In 
Luke 15, speaking of the prodigal 
son, Jesus said, “. . . When he was 
yet a great way off, his father saw 
him, and had compassion, and ran,

THE GREATEST TEXT

WHOSOEVER BELIEVETH IN HIM 
SHOULD NOT PERISH 


“The Greatest Promise” 


Revelation 22:14, “Blessed are they that do his com- 
mandments, that they may have right to the tree 
of life, and may enter in through the gates into 
the city.” 


O BELIEVE IN HIM is to have a knowledge of 

} God which guarantees the disciple of Christ 
abundant life, for God had said to Adam in 
Genesis 2:16, 17, “Of every tree of the garden thou 
mayest freely eat: But of the tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil, thou shalt not eat of it: for in 
the day that thou eatest thereof thou shalt sure- 
ly die [perish].” Now God makes a provision for 
man in that He says, “Whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish.” To have a knowledge of God 
is to bear the fruits of that knowledge, for the 
knowledge of God is an endowment far superior 
to what most people imagine; it is more noble in 
its origin, excellent in its nature, and happy in its 
conseauences. It is born from above; it is the fruit 
of the Spirit of God shining within us and enlighten- 
ing our minds. For though all the divine perfec- 
tions, especially His wisdom, power and love beam 
forth with glory, particularly in the redemption of 
the world by our Lord Jesus Christ; yet, the eyes of 
our understanding being blinded, we remain destitute 
of the true and saving knowledge of God until he “who 
commanded the light to shine out of darkness, hath 
shined in our hearts, to give the light of the knowledge 
of the glory of God in the face (or person) of Jesus 
Christ.” Then and not before, can we testify with 
St. John, “We know that the Son of God is come, 
and hath given us an understanding to know the 
true one, and we are in the true one, by his Son 
Jesus Christ.” This is the true God and eternal life. 
As the knowledge of God is revealed from heaven, 
so is its excellent nature revealed. It is such an im- 
pression of God upon the soul, and such a clear, full 
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and searching discovery of Him that it transforms 
us, aS we believe in Him, more or less, into His divine 
likeness. It is the beholding (as Paul puts it) with 
unveiled face, the glory of the Lord, in such a mea- 
sure that we “are changed into the same image, 
from glory to glory, by the Spirit of the Lord!” By 
the teaching of His Word and Spirit there is pro- 
duced within us a corresponding mental attitude and 
way of life towards God. The knowledge of God never 
fails to humble us before Him, for it gives us such 
a view of His glorious nature and perfections, His 
self-existence, His omniscience, His omnipotence, His 
justice, His purity, His greatness and His goodness. 
Our own ignorance and weakness, guilt and misery 
lay us in the very dust in His presence. Isaiah said, 
“Woe is me! for I am undone; because I am a man of 
unclean lips, . . . for mine eyes have seen the King, 
the Lord of hosts.” Job on a similar occasion said, “Be- 
hold, I am vile, what shall I answer thee? I will lay 
mine hand upon my mouth.” We never see that which 
is superior and excellent without feeling debased by 
comparison. We think of the greatness of the angels, 
the holiness of the glorified saints, the goodness of a 
holy man of God, and we are humbled by our com- 
parison. How much more, then, must we be humbled 
at the sight and in the presence of that wonderful 
Being who is the one source of perfection and hap- 
piness to all His creatures. 

We only see Him through a glass darkly while in 
this world and, therefore, cannot feel such a depth 
of self-abasement as those heavenly beings feel who 
see Him as He is, and who, covering their faces with 
their wings, fall prostrate in His presence and rest 
not day nor night, crying, “Holy, holy, holy, Lord 
God of hosts! The whole earth is full of his glory!” 
Yet in proportion to the degree of our acquaintance 
with Him, we are ashamed and humbled before Him, 
especially considering our sins against Him and the 
corruption and depravity of our whole nature, which 
renders us utterly unfit for conversation and fellow- 
ship with Him and makes us deserving of I"'s eternal 





























displeasure. Like the prophet in amazement we are 
glad to confess, “It is of the Lord’s mercies we are 
not consumed because his compassions fail not.” Then 
as we look into the looking glass of God’s Word, we 
say like the poet, 


“I loathe myself when Him I see, 
And into nothing fall; 

Am lost and swallow’d up in Thee, 
My God, my all in all! 


My humbled soul, when Thou art near, 
In dust and ashes lies: 
How shall I in Thy sight appear, 
Or meet Thy purer eyes!” 

They that know Him, know Him to be infinite in 
wisdom, and power, and goodness. They know Him 
to be so wise as to be perfectly acquainted with all 
their wants, so powerful as to be well able to supply 
those needs, and so gracious, as to withold nothing 
good from those who walk uprightly. Though their 
sins, which were many, against Him might give them 
cause to dread the wrath which they see they have 
merited, they know that God so loved the world as to 
give His only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in Him should not perish, but have everlasting life. 
Knowing that they have believed in Him and that 
they are justified by the faith of Jesus Christ, their 
dread of God’s displeasure gives place to a sense of 
His favor. Their doubts and fears respecting His good- 
ness yield to a confidence in His mercy that was 
manifested in the forgiveness of all their sins; there- 
fore they can say, “Because he lives, we shall live 
[Never perish] For Jesus said in John 11:26, “Who- 
soever liveth and believeth in me shall never die.” 
The verse preceding said, “I am the resurrection, and 
the life: he that believeth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live.” 


To perish is to die or to be destroyed. When God 
placed man on probation, He announced that the 
penalty for disobedience to His command would be 
death. This penalty was both spiritual and physical, 
both in the present and in the future. Immediate 
spiritual death is separation of man from fellowship 
with his creator. Spiritual death was followed by 
physical death which is suspension of the personal 
union between man’s personality and his body. This 
penalty according to the Scriptures is eternal. Isaiah 
66:24 says, “And they shall go forth, and look upon 
the carcases of the men that have transgressed against 
me: for their worm shall not die, neither shall their 
fire be quenched; and they shall be an abhorring unto 
all flesh.” Jesus Christ speaking about future judg- 
ment and hell said in Mark: 9:48, “Where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not quenched.” Matthew 
25:46 says, “And these shall go away into everlasting 
punishment: but the righteous into life eternal.” Reve- 
lation 14:11 says, “And the smoke of their torment 
ascendeth up for ever and ever: and they have no 
rest day nor night, who worship the beast and his 
image, and whosoever receiveth the mark of his name.” 

No one wants to die or be lost eternally, and no 
one need to, for the Scriptures teach that you need 


not perish, BUT ... This one word makes the dif- 
ference. It implies that there is a possibility or a 
question; perhaps you will or perhaps you won’t. 
In other words, you had better make sure where you 
stand and how you measure up to God’s standards. 
For the Bible says, in 2 Thessalonians 1:7, 8, that 
“the Lord Jesus shall be revealed from heaven with 
his mighty angels, In flaming fire taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and that obey not the gospel 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


BUT 
“The Greatest Difference” 

Ezekiel 3:17-19, “Son of man, I have made thee a 
watchman unto the house of Israel: therefore hear 
the word at my mouth, and give them warning 
from me. When I say unto the wicked, Thou shalt 
surely die; and thou givest him not warning, .. ., 
his blood will I require at thine hand. Yet if thou 
warn the wicked, and he turn not from his wicked- 
ness, nor from his wicked way, he shall die in his 
iniquity; but thou hast delivered thy soul.” 


This great difference, could mean your name was 
written in the Lamb’s book of life, BUT because of 
neglect, fear, desire, social prestige, or some other sin, 
God had to make a change and give your place to 
another. There is so much that could be meant by 
this three-letter word. It could make the difference 
as to where you will live in eternity. Eternity is of 
such a length that it should not be gambled on. 
Your life in eternity has neither beginning of days 
nor ending of years, so you must be sure, for your 
own good, how this word affects you. 

To be sure where you stand, you must love and obey 
the gospel of God. The gospel brings us tidings of 
forgiveness of sins and acceptance with God of free 
and full justification through faith in the Lord Jesus. 
It testifies that there is none righteous, (by nature) 
no not one, that all have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God, that the whole world is guilty 
before God, and that the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness and unrighteous- 
ness of men. And it declares, “that by the deeds of 
the law shall no flesh living be justified in his sight.” 
But then, at the same time, it assures us that “God 
hath set forth [his Son] to be a propitiation through 
faith in his blood, to declare his righteousness 
[justice and mercy] for the remission of sins that 
are past, through the forbearance of God.” The gospel 
affirms that “God was in Christ reconciling the world 
to himself, not imputing their trespasses unto them,” 
and that He “hath committed to his servants the word 
of reconciliation.” The God-head agrees to offer 
pardoning mercy to all penitent sinners and to bear 
witness that “Whosoever believeth in Christ doth re- 
ceive forgiveness of sins that by him [Jesus] all that 
believe are justified” from all things from which they 
could not be justified by their own works. To obey 
the gospel is to see ourselves guilty before God and, 
therefore, to renounce all confidence in our own right- 
eousness from a conviction of its insufficiency. It is

Brother Polen, what is the real purpose and aim of the 
standardization program? 


The standardization program is the means whereby the 
National Sunday School and Youth Board hopes to aid 
Sunday Schools and Y.P.E.’s in laying a good foundation 
for Sunday School and Y.P.E. growth. It also provides 
goals for these important departments of our church- 
es to reach. 


. In what ways do the standards benefit a local church? 
. They will help a local church build its Sunday School 


and Y.P.E. in the right way. They will bring a steady 
and permanent growth. Often churches attempt to build 
attendance on contests alone, ignoring the basic prin- 
ciples of growth. These tested methods for growth are 
included in the standards. 


. No program works perfectly, and I am sure that this is 


no exception. In the past, what has been the greatest 
hindering factor to the standardization program? 


. It has been the lack of cooperation on the part of the 


local churches to fill out and return the standardization 
examination forms to the state directors. The ex - 
tion form is the only basis on which the state r 
can grade a Sunday School or Y.P.E. This exa tion 
brings to light the weaknesses of these two departments 
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of the local church. If a church does not wish to analyze 
the progress of these two areas of church work, it is 
hard for these weaknesses to be corrected. 


. For the benefit of EVANGEL readers who may not be 


acquainted with the program, how often are the church- 
es graded? 


. Churches are graded January 1 and July 1 of each year. 
. Most of our leaders are aware that a revision has recent- 


ly been completed. Just why have the standards been 
revised? 


. The original standards served a fine purpose; however, 


an ever-expanding Sunday School and youth program 
demanded a revision. We feel the new standards are 
more appealing and more practical. We have taken into 
consideration the many situations that exist in the local 
churches and have prepared the standards accordingly. 
Newer and more effective Sunday School and youth work 
methods are constantly being studied and discovered, 
and the National Sunday School and Youth Board gave 
consideration to these in preparing the revised standards. 


. What major changes have been made in the Sunday 


School standards? 


. The Sunday School standards have undergone quite a 


revision. Attention has been given in the new standards 
to the morning worship attendance of the Sunday School 
scholars. Greater emphasis has also been placed on 
proper Sunday School enrollment, more adequate train- 
in leaders, proper class grouping, and evangelism. 


. What are the more important changes that have been 


made in the Y.P.E. standards? 


A. The Y.P.E, standards, too, have been revised to quite an 


extent. New and more adequate standards have been 
established with reference to youth evangelism and stew- 
ardship, as well as a youth weekday activities program, 
reading and program materials, Y.P.E. enlargement, and 
a program of Bible training for youth. 


. When the standards were first introduced, “AA,” “A,” 


“B,” and “C,” classifications were given; later, “Silver,” 
“Red,” “Blue,” and “Yellow” shields were adopted. Will 
there be a new classification system this time? 


A. Yes, and we believe that this new classification system 


will be received enthusiastically by our churches. Soon 
after January 1, 1960, each church will receive a STAND- 
ARDS CLASSIFICATION CHART, covering both the 
Sunday School and Y.P.E. This will be most attractive. 
It will cover a two-year grading period and will have 
spaces on it for eight classification sticker shields. Four 
of these will be for the Sunday School; and four for 
the Y.P.E. After the January 1 grading, each church will 
receive its sticker shields in accordance with the grades 
it received on the Sunday School and Y.P.E. exam- 
ination questionnaires. These will be placed in the proper 
spaces on the chart. 


The next grading will be July 1, 1960, and the proper 
classification sticker shields will again be mailed to the 
churches to be placed on the chart. This way the grading 
for each six months’ period will reflect on the chart. 
The sticker shields will be miniature reproductions of the 
present classification cards, and the present color 
scheme will be the same.

Why then, is the conception of 
the Holy Spirit and missions un- 
realized by a vast majority of His 
people? They fail to see the true 
purpose of the eternal plan of God. 
His Spirit does not invoke us to 
have mere pity for the people of 
mission lands, to be moved by some 
heartrending story of the desperate 
need of the people. Our conception 
of missions is to be this: we must 
rediscover the great root principles 
in which the church of the first 
century found the law of its serv- 
ice and the secret of its triumph 
over the powers of darkness. We 
must once again return to the se- 
cret that the Apostolic Church had. 
We must be separated from the 
world; we must have a high con- 
ception of Christian discipleship in 
witnessing to the world of Jesus 
Christ; and we must possess clear 
and certain convictions of truth. 

When we discover this and be- 
come once again a people unified 
as many members of the one Body 
of Christ, we shall enlarge the 
place of our missionary tent as Isa- 
iah declares in the fifty-fourth 
chapter. The cords of our mission- 





ary tent will be lengthened and 
our stakes will be deeper grounded 
in the will of God. “The God of 
the whole earth shall he be 
called.” As Isaiah tells them, “For 
thou shalt break forth on the right 
hand and on the left; and thy 
seed shall inherit the Gentiles, and 
make the desolate cities to be.in- 
habited.” So shall the people of God 
do when they begin to eat the meat 
of the Word, and as our hearts 
pant for God and our souls thirst 
for God, we shall become witness- 
es for Him in our own city and 
State, in all the United States, and 
into the whole world. 


Is it not high time that we ring 
the bells of glory with unceasing 
prayer that we might receive a 
mighty outpouring of God’s Spirit 
upon our church? This will quick- 
en our spiritual lives, set aflame 
our missionary vision and passion, 
call men and women to go and set 
the captives free, anoint us Chris- 
tians at home in the worshipful 
meaning of giving, and give every 
man, woman, boy, and girl the spir- 
it of intercession for their material 
and spiritual support. 

Friends, God trusted us with the 
gospel. Do not betray Him. Do not 
limit or quench the Holy Spirit giv- 


en to you by the Father. Rather, 
let your tongue, heart, mind, and 
soul be yielded to the Holy Ghost, 
that you may be a witness for Him, 
being ready at all times to give a 
reason of the blessed hope that is 
in your soul. 

This day, determine in your own 
heart why God has given to you 
the Holy Ghost.

to come with penitent hearts, forsaking our sins, and 
putting our whole trust in Him for salvation, present 
and eternal. It is to believe and appropriate to our- 
selves God’s gracious promises of pardon and ever- 
lasting life made to us for His sake. We imply this 
when we believe in Christ and all who thus believe are 
“justified by the faith of Christ,” and in this respect, 
obey the gospel. The gospel is further a dispensation 
of the Spirit of God, given to work this faith in us, 
to witness this justification to our souls, to sanctify 
our natures, and to restore us to that image of God 
in which we were originally created. It tells us that 
our “sins have separated between us and God,” and 
caused Him to hide His face from us, whence “we are 
alienated from the life of God and are dead in tres- 
passes and sins.” It tells us that we are depraved 
and polluted through sin and that “every imagination 
of the thoughts of our hearts is only evil and that 
continually.” We are earthly, sensual, and devilish; 
our tempers, words, and works are in direct opposi- 
tion to the law of God. And with this in view, the 
gospel informs us that Christ died for us to remove 
all these sins and to cleanse us, that we might re- 
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ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost, which He sheds upon 
us abundantly, inviting all that thirst, and whoso- 
ever will, to come and partake of it. 

The Spirit is the universal remedy for all the dis- 
orders of our fallen nature. Hereby the darkness is 
removed from our minds, and the hardness from our 
hearts; our understanding is enlightened, our will 
subdued, our affections set upon things above, and 
all our unholy tempers and corrupt inclinations purged 
away. Hereby we “die unto sin, and live unto right- 
eousness,” “put off the old man and put on the new.” 
By this, the divine nature is communicated to us and 
the divine image stamped upon us; we are transform- 
ed into the likeness and conformed to the will of God. 
Here wisdom lights her lamp and from this love lights 
her fire. This feeds the flames of devotion; without 
this, prayer is cold and praise is languid. By this, 
the life of God is opened in the soul and the kingdom 
of God set up in the heart. Being joined to the Lord, 
we become one spirit with Him; we dwell in Him and 
He in us. And “living in the Spirit,” we are further 
directed to “walk in the Spirit”; that is to be led 
by Him into all truth, holiness, and happiness, and 
to show forth the fruits of the Spirit. This is all 
implied in “obeying the gospel.”

. When will the new standards become effective? 
. The new standards will become effective January 1, 1960. 


Q. It is evident that the standards have been carefully 
prepared, but exactly where can our readers get full in- 
formation on the revised standardization plan? 

A. Full information on the new standards may be obtained 
from the National Sunday School and Youth Depart- 
ment or from the state Sunday School and youth di- 
rectors. New brochures on the revised Sunday School 
and Y.P.E. standards are now available. 


Q. As a state director I was often asked, “How soon should 
a church be expected to receive the ‘Silver Shield’ rat- 
ing?” What would your answer be? 

A. We do not expect churches to receive the “Silver 
Shield” rating immediately. The “Silver Shield” rating 
represents real achievement, and it will take time for 
many churches to reach this goal. However, in some in- 
stances, the really progressive Sunday Schools may reach 
this rating in six months; some may take a year, and, of 
course, some may take longer. I suppose we might say 
that the speed with which a Sunday School or Y.P.E. 
reaches the “Silver Shield” rating depends on how eager 
it is to reach it. 


Q. In what way do you feel that our churches can be made 
more standardization conscious? 

A. The standardization program should be explained to the 
churches in detail. The purpose and benefits of this 
program should be emphasized. At each grading period, 
the sticker shields awarded to the church should be 
brought to the attention of the congregation. If a higher 
rating has been achieved, the church should be praised. 
If there is no change in the rating, or if a lower one 
has been received, the church should know why this has 
happened. No church can be expected to respond to the 
standardization program unless the pastor, the Sunday 
School superintendent, and the Y.P.E. president tell the 
church what it is all about. 


Q. I have one more question. In your opinion, just how im- 
portant is the standardization plan as it relates to the 
entire Sunday School and youth program of a church? 

A. I feel it is all-important, because actually the whole 


Sunday School and youth program of the Church of God 
is included in the standardization program.

It seemed I had been 
waiting ever so long to hear that 
“all things are possible to those 
who love the Lord,” and “God will 
take care of you.” When the min- 
ister sang, “When Jesus Comes,” 
my soul was flooded with love, and 
I sang the words and the melody 
along with him, though I had nev- 
er before heard either. 

Today I am a very happy wife 
and mother, no longer imprisoned 
in a vast abyss of guilt and sin, 
but learning to walk in His 
blessed, holy light, hoping to be 
washed in the wonderful, healing 
blood of the Lamb. 

Beyond tears? No, never will I 
be again, for God has allowed me 
to cleanse myself in sweet tears 
of repentance.

“Joy Unspeakable” 


FT. LAUDERDALE, FLA.—One of 
my greatest joys is in the prom- 
ise of God’s Word that “all things 
work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are 
the called according to his pur- 
pose,” (Romans 8:28). It is not 
in our own strength that we 
stand beneath the weight of a 
cross, but He, in His infinite power, 
shoulders the ere portion of 
our cross, thus as our load. 
To have endured a cross through 
our faith in Christ—yes, this 
brings joy unspeakable. 

As a youth of fifteen, I accepted 
Christ as my personal Saviour. 
Now at the “ripe old age” of 
thirty-two, I find joy in the reali- 














zation that over half of my life 
has been dedicated in _ service, 
though lowly it may have been, 
to my Master. Granted, there were 
the usual mistakes, faults, and 
failures on my part, but none so 
great that they were not dealt 
with in compassion, love, and for- 
giveness by my Lord. 

Having enjoyed perfect health 
before my ma e, I was quite 
concerned when I became severely 
hoarse and could not even sing a 
note on a scale. Throat specialists 
advised that there were adhesions 
on my vocal cords and a small 
growth in the windpipe. Surgery 
to remove these did not alleviate 
the condition, however; instead it 
grew worse and my voice subsided 
to a whisper. Too, I experienced 
acute shortness of breath. One 
night I was awakened about mid- 
night with a choking sensation 
and found that breath just would 
not come. My husband called the 
local lice for oxygen, for my 
breathing was then only convul- 
sive gasps. Artificial respiration 
was to no avail. 

When I regained consciousness 
in the emergency room at the 
hospital, I was told that when I 
arrived, I was blue-black and had 
lost all facial expression. When 
oxygen could no longer reach me, 
my breath subsided and my heart 
ceased to beat for three or four 
minutes. Realizing the emergency, 
the resident doctor reached for 
the scalpel and performed a 
tracheotomy (incision into the 
ees and the insertion of a 
silver tube for breathing) for his 
first time. After artificial respira- 
tion, heart massage, and oxygen, 
I began to respond, breathing 
through my new lifeline in the 
throat. Surely the Great Physician 
had assisted in this case! 

Complications followed. The 
worst type of pneumonia offered 
little hope for my recovery. The 
tracheotomy tube became my con- 
stant companion. My husband and 
I would allow our hopes to soar 
that my _ breathing would be 
normal when the tube was re- 
moved. We were disappointed, for 
soon another area became in- 
fected, and again the silver tube 
was inserted ease my labored 
breathing. But in all this, the 
presence of the Lord was so very 
real and near! 


During these times of “silence,” 
I have found my silent communion 
with God a vital part of my life. 
For to “speak” to Him, there is no 
need for audible words. 


Needless to say, making an ad- 
justment to the loss of a voice 
is not an easy one, but it has 
been made easier by aA acquain- 
tance with God. My activities are 
limited, and especially do I miss 
the duties I was once able to per- 
form in the church. But whether 


it be from the kitchen range, the 
sewing machine, or the keys of 
a typewriter, I p”2pose to use 
these remainders I am blessed to 
have, in service—as long as breath 
is granted. Among the services we 
are able to render to Christ is 
that of witnessing, and I fully be- 
lieve that this can be done more 
effectively by life than lips. 

Ce y it will not be any 
worthiness on my part, but by His 
mercy that I hope to hear Him 
repeat: “Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant; thou hast been 
faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things; 
enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord.” If another audible word 
never be spoken in this life, as I 
enter this joy with my Lord, I 
shall in that instant be made 
every whit whole and again lift 
my VOICE in a song of trium- 
phant praise to Him who has 
given “joy unspeakable”!

Maybe 
we have used too much of the 
same kind of bait, or worn out 
the lures; but camp meeting pro- 
vides new hooks and a scalin 
down of complacent attitudes. I 
is a new challenge! 


Morning Services 

Attendance averaged 136 for Bi- 
ble study and 141 for preaching 
sessions. The theme of W. E. Tull’s 
morning ministry was “How to 
Live the Victorious Life.” He 
spoke to us on the “Wiles of 
Devils and Weapons of God,” “At 
Calvary, Devil Admits Defeat,” 
“Fortify Yourself,” and “Victories 
Over Fear.” 

Tennessee’s Overseer, W. C. 
Byrd, spoke to us on “How to be a 
Better Worker.” 

Substituting for Virginia’s over- 
seer who was unable to appear, 
Doyle Zacha spoke on “Wings 
of the Almighty,” using Ruth 2:11, 
12 as his text. 

Our own State Overseer, Floyd 
Timmerman, spoke on the miracu- 
lous draught of fishes (Luke 5:1- 
11), after he had reviewed the 
outstanding achievements of the 
Church of God in Michigan dur- 
ing the past year. 
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The chairman of the Lee Col- 
lege Board of Directors, Lewis J. 
Willis, who also serves as editor 
of youth and Sunday School litera- 
ture for our church, spoke on the 
theme which insisted that a life 
begun by faith must continue by 
faith. He emphasized Romans 10: 
9-11 and Galatians 2:20. 

After giving a review of the 
work of the church in general, 
the Assistant General Overseer, H. 
D. Williams, spoke on “Confirma- 
tion of the Gospel,” using Mark 
16:20 as his text. 


Afternoon Services 
Attendance averaged 141 in the 
2:00 p.m. services, starting with 

95 and closing with 185. 


The superintendent of the Se- 
vierville, Tennessee, Church of God 
Home for Children touched our 
hearts as he pleaded that each 
child needs love, recognition, and 
security, and informed us how 
salaries have had to be cut and 
children’s treats eliminated in an 
effort to operate within the 
dwindling budget. 


“Wanted: A Pentecostal Revival” 
was the subject of a message by 
Evangelist Joe Southerland. 


The Assistant National Sunday 
School and Youth Director, Cecil 
Knight, spoke on “Youth—Alerted 
to the Times but Anchored to the 
Faith in Christ.” 


The business manager of the 
Church of God Publishing House, 
E. C. Thomas, spoke on “Self- 
Analysis,” using 1 Corinthians 11: 
28 as his text. 

Wearing a beautiful orchid pre- 
sented to her by the L.W.W.B. of 
Michigan, Mrs. Floyd Timmerman, 
Michigan’s Ladies’ Willing Work- 
ers’ Band president, directed the 
annual ladies’ service with only 
ladies singing, praying, preaching, 
and talking. The men were silent. 
Evangelist Avo Brown gave the 
sermon. A nice love offering was 
given to the president. 

Executive Foreign Missions Sec- 
retary, L. H. Aultman, in his mes- 
sage informed us that 159,000 per- 
sons die every 24 hours without 





Christ, and 110 die every minute 
without hearing a gospel message. 
In a freewill offering, more than 
$500 in cash was received for 
spreading the Word. 


Evening Services 

Attendance averaged 782 in the 
7:30 p.m. services, starting with 
617 and closing with 925. Night 
speaker, Ray H. Hughes, spoke so 
very persuasively on these topics: 
“Cost of Sin,” “How to Receive 
Your Pentecost,” “Rapture of the 
Church,” “Coming of the Lord,” 
“Visitation from Heaven,” and 
“The Lord Is my Shepherd.” Evan- 
gelistic results were outstanding as 
an estimated twenty-nine were 
saved, thirty were sanctified, and 
thirty were baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. On one occasion, seekers 
lined the length of the altars 
nearly three deep. The typical old- 
fashioned camp meeting scene of 
seekers in the sawdust vividly re- 
minded us of earlier days of 
Pentecost. 

Music and Singing 

The brand-new convention song- 
book, FORWARD IN FAITH, with 
the aid of the nightly choir prac- 
tices and the fine cooperation of 
the Music Committee and faithful 
singers made it possible for us to 
be enriched by new songs to ex- 
press many old and established 
gospel truths. You could tell that 
the singers were anointed to sing 
as they clapped their hands and 
joyously rang out songs new and 
old. The musical instruments add- 
ed tremendously to the success of 
the musical program. There were 
the piano, organ, vibraharp, trum- 
pets, accordions, guitars (both 
Spanish and Hawaiian), bass vio- 
lin, and others. 


Our Thanks to Many 

The appointment of the com- 
mitteemen, the outline of the 
program, and the preparation of 
the campground for the meetings 
were so ably directed by our good 
State Overseer, Floyd Timmerman. 
Our State Sunday School and 
Youth Director, Joseph C. Hodges, 
assisted; he also had a fine youth 
program including a youth march. 

Under the supervision of N. A. 
Jordan, the food was very tasty 
and the folks bought from the 
concession stand generously. 

Each of the committeemen on 
the State Council, State Youth 
Board, the Campground, Finance, 
Music, Evangelistic, Maintenance, 
Ministerial Examining, Publicity, 
and Publications Committees, as 
well as the watchman and ushers, 
did superb work. Devotional iead- 
ers were at their post of duty on 
time ready to open the services. 

God be thanked for the glorious 
outpouring of Pentecost during 
this 1959 Michigan Camp Meeting.

The English Convention as 
I Saw It 


GERMANY—It was a privilege 
to be invited to preach at the 
Church of God annual convention 
in England. After preaching the 
Friday night tent revival service in 
Eislingen, Germany, I rushed to 
Stuttgart to get a train across 
the continent. At Ostend, Belgium, 
I took a ship across the English 
Channel. The boat was miserably 
overcrowded with people standing 
and sitting on the floor. After this 
“sardine can” with a mixture of 
many nations pulled along the 
famous white cliffs of Dover, we 
thought we were relieved to dis- 
embark. However, the trains to 
London were almost as overcrowd- 
ed as the boat. From London a 
train rushed me to Birmingham. 
Then I finally reached the home 
of our overseer Brother O. L. Ly- 
seight in Sedgley. 

The weariness of the long trip 
by land and sea was soon for- 
gotten as I walked into Christ 
Church (Congregational) in Dud- 
ley. The doors of this great old 
English church with its high arch- 
es and scars of the decades were 
swung open to the Church of God 
convention. The pastor, Rev. Grif- 
fin, who is 84 years young, proved 
to be a real brother in Christ. 
As he played the pipe organ and 
three to four hundred saints of 
God lifted their voices in singing 
the blessed hymns of the church, 
our souls were refreshed with 
blessings from another world. 

The overseer ably led the con- 
vention under the direction of the 
Spirit. I was especially impressed 
by the capable ministry of the 
preachers, the laity’s knowledge of 
the Word, and the depth and 
fervency of the worship in this 
convention. With these qualities, 
the church in England is certain 
to move forward—and it is moving 
forward. I had preached in En- 
land in June. When I returned 
two months later for the conven- 
tion, I was happily surprised at 
the progress. The gains in mem- 
bership are also adding to their 
list of new churches and preach- 
ers. 

Such progress thrilled the con- 
vention with enthusiasm. It was 
easy to preach. The power of God 
fell. The Spirit was working. From 
thirty to fifty persons came for- 
ward to answer the gospel call. Be- 
lievers were filled with the Spirit. 
The weeping of the repentant and 
the shouts of the redeemed were 
mingled in one great voice unto 
the Lord. 

One of the highlights of the con- 
vention was a long parade through 
town as the delegates carried 
banners and sang to the music of 
a brass band. The parade was 
police escorted and was climaxed 


by a short service at the city 
market place. Here I was permit- 
ted to stand upon a monument 
and exhort the people concerning 
the “way of salvation and the 
hope that lieth within us.” 

On the closing night, the pastor 
of Christ’s Church gave one of the 
most thrilling addresses I’ve ever 
heard. It made us all happy to be 
a part of the Church of God. We 
realized that our Spirit-anointed 
services and the shining faces of 
our people had made a profound 
impression on this aged scholar 
and pastor, as well as his church. 


As our people sang the closing 
hymn, “God Be With You Till We 
Meet Again,” and spoke the last 
“Good-by,” each one _ departed 
feeling that we had all let our 
lights shine, and that Dudley and 
the English people had seen the 
love and glory of God manifested 
among us. 

I watched the white cliffs of 
Dover fade into the distance and 
looked again in the direction of 
the continent, where many sheaves 
awaited to be harvested.
